The court divided 5-4 on the

—Fire swept through a block of 
liotcls and rooming houses near 
Hie famed Atlantic City Board- 
walk today, killing at least 
three persons and leaving 20 
missing. 


Earlier police reports had 25 


persons unaccounted for but 
Capt. Hubert Bourbon said a 
check of Atlantic City Hospital 
and persons involved dropped 
the number to 23. Then three 
bodies were recovered 
from 


the ruins of the Surfside Hole, 
where the blaze started. 


All the missing had 
been 


staying at the Surfside. Police 
and firemen probed the ruins 
after the fire was out and news- 
men counted three bodies being 
carried from the debris. 


The search 
continued for 


more possible victims of the 
blaze that destroyed five hotel 
buildings and a rooming house 
and damaged an 
apartment 


building before it was brought 
under control. 


Fire also spread to three oth- 


er buildings but was quickly ex- 
tinguished. 


Bourbon said police accounts 


showed 40 persons had been in 
the Surfside when the blaze 
broke out shortly after 4 a.m. 
The Svccurside is a kosher estab 
lishment catering mainly to el- 
derly Jews. 


Seventeen of those in the 


building e s c a p e d , including 
all three employes on duty, 
seven guests, and a family that 
owned the hotel.

$55,000 


NEW YORK (AP) — With the 


city still laughing about Man- 
hattan's comically-abortive gem 
robbery two weeks ago, another 
masterpiece of jewel theft buf- 
fonery took place Sunday. 


Unlike the misguided $3 mil- 


lion holdup of Nov. 8 in which 
the loot was left behind, two 
bandits escaped with $55,000 in 
gems Sunday. But the intruders 
found themselves ove'rrun with 
hostages.

The rest are 
state run and completely secu- 
lar, as are all universities. 


Grade schools divided by re 


ligion date to the Kaisers. Adolf 
Hitler ended them, but they 
were reintroduced after World 
War II by the Christian Demo- 
cratic party under Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. This party 
receives, heavy support from 
West Germany's Catholics. The 
Catholic Church favors the sep- 
arate schools. 


One-third of the expenses of 


all grade schools are paid by 
local communities, which own 


he buildings. The other (wo* 
hirds of the money comes from 
the stated, Which appoint the 
principals and teachers and sup- 
ervise administration. 


Children in alt the states start 


;he school day with a prayer, 
hymn, or Bible reading. All 
?rade schools offer two to four 
flours a week of religious in- 
struction, either Protestant or 
Catholic or both. Attendance is 
voluntary, and about 6 per cent 
of the children stay away. 


Although West Germany is 


divided about equally between 
Catholics and Protestants, Cath- 
olic grade schools far outnum- 
ber

schools. T h e r e are 1,925,145 
Catholic 
children

schools and 820,074 Protestant 
children.

Dry Weather 
Slows State 
Deer Kills 


By ALVIN SCHAY 


Associated Press Staff Writer 
The state's dry weather ap- 


parently put a big dent in the 
number of deer killed during 
I963's first hunting period. 


George Purvis, chief of the 


state Game and Fish Commis- 
sion's division of information 
and education, estimated Satur- 
day at the close of the six-day 
period that only about 10,000 to 
12,800 deer had been killed. This 
is in comparison to a record 
kill of 19,122 during the Novem- 
ber period last year. 


Hunters were unable to use 


dogs 
very effectively, Purvis 


said, adding that the ground 
was so dray after the sun came 
up that all the dogs "could sniff 
was dust." 


Among other reasons listed by 


Purvis for the smaller kill was 
the fact that last year during 
the November period does could 
be taken in several counties as 
well as the vast White River Na- 
tional 
Wildlife 
Refuge. 
This 


year does could be killed only 
in the Refuge. 


Purvis 
said many 
hunters 


probably canceled vacations set 
aside for the first deer hunting 
period when all hunting was 
banned in the state because of 
critically dry forests. 


He predicts a larger turnout 


of hunters, with a resulting larg- 
er kill, during the second hunt- 
ing period which is from Dec. 
9 
through Dec. 14. Asked if 


there was a chance huntnig 
would be again banned, Purvis 
said, "It'e too far away to say." 


During the third period from 


Dec. 28 to Jan. 1 any deer may 
be killed in 22 counties and 
parts of two others, while in 
other areas open to hunting, 
only bucks may be taken. 


One indicator Purvis used for 


the reduced kill this year comes 
from the White River Refuge. 
He said last year during the 
November hunt 3,400 kills were 
reported, while based on the 
lumber of kills reported up to 
late Saturday, the total in the 
refuge this time would be about 
",000. 


It will take at' least 10 days 


from the end of the period until 
all the county checking stations 
get their completed reports on 
deer kills to the commission, 
Purvis said. 


There all hunters, under the 


age of 40, lost their lives during 
the period. 


Roy Hicks, 37, of the Dodge 


City Community in Union Coun- 
ty was killed last Monday by a 
shotgun blast fired by his 72- 
year-old uncle, C. W, Hicks. The 
uncle thought he was firing at 
a deer. 


Thursday, William Beaty, 24, 


of Memphis was killed when he 
apparently fell while climbing a 
tree, causing his shotgun to dis- 
charge into his abdomen. He 
was hunting near Snow Lake in 
Desha County. 


On the last day of the period,

was killed as he sat in a chair
